Much has been and i» being written 
of the great cattle rang« s of Arizona, 
New Mexico, Or:gem and Montana, 
but no King wit lh Immediate Know­

cultivated 
1st telling paiU'ft. 
Recently an oppct 
tunity was given for a comprehensive 
observation on the largest culm;» ad 
ciftle ranch ¿h the world. 
Tins is th.- 
Poso ranch 
near 
Bak ersfield, Cal. 
Hem the great San Joaquin valley 
spread* out 90 mile« wide, its I* vnl 
cxpana 
teadily lending itself to the 
utllliation of irrigating canals from 
be Kern river. 
This 
huge ranch comprises some 
165,000 acres of rich ranch property, 
and it is divided up by wire fence« 
into 
sections 
of a 
mile 
or 
more 
t-quar . 
In souk » of th« 1** the alfalfa 
is cultivated lo the highest state of 
luxuriance, but in 
other parts only 
the natural growth is desired.

greatest

sort of cattle bus in ss is to k ccip tb» 
process^ of fattening a g.adual one 
Otherwise much Is lost In the work . 
Steers allowed <o run at large over
